As there are 137 counties in the State 
and as many of them are remote from rail- 
road and telegraphic communication, the 
authentic figures will necessarily be de- 
layed. 

Thirty-seven counties, leaving 110 to be 
heard from, yield a gain of 6,193 for the 
Democrats, At this ratio the State will 
give Atkinson a majority of 47,832. 

A. 8S. Clay, chairman of the State Ex- 
ecutive Committee, says: “(Atkinson carries 
the State by between 35,000 and 40,000 ma- 
jority. The Populists have not carried 
twenty counties out of the 147 in the State 
and they have lost many of the counties 
they carried in 1894,”’ 

The returns point to almost uniform Dem- 
ocratic- gains. Wherever there has been a 
Democratic loss the decrease has been due 


simply and solely to local reasons. Atkin- 
s0n’s plurality is less than that recéived by 
the others on the State tickei, but he will 
have from 35,000 to 40,000 majority. 

The Legislature is overwhelmingly Demo- 
cratic. The Populists may have four mem- 
bers of the Senate, and the Republicans one. 
T’he other thirty-nine will be Democrats. In 
tHe House the Populists. will have about 
twenty-five of the 166 members.

Every possible element 
antagonistic to Democracy has been array- 
ed against the State ticket in this fight. 
The Populists combined with the. Prohibi- 
tionists and the campaign they have made 
has, from the first, been a very vigorous 
one. They have had many active agents 
at work in their behalf. In the cities the 
rw has been fighting Atkinson and 
from one end of the State to the other 
Republican leaders have been using money 
and influence in the interest of the Popu- 
list ticket, openly working to keep down 
the Democratic plurality.

SOME OF THE COMPANIES, 


PAYMENT HAS BEEN REFUSED. 


Claim Zs. Made -Phat. Qapt. § Slattery’; 
Death by Drowning Was a De- ~~ 
liberate Case of Suicide, 


Litigation resulting from, the tragic death 
of the late Col. D. P. Slattery is piling up in 
the Circuit.Court. Several weeks ago Fran- 
cis B. Aglar, guardian of the minor child- 
ren of the deceased, filed suit against one of 
the companies in which the life of Col, 
Slattery was insured. Wednesday afternoon 
three additional suits were filed by Mr. 


Aglar. 

They are against the United States Cas- 
ualty Co, on an accident policy for $6,000; 
the Union Casualty and Surety Co. for $10,000, 
and the Fidelity and Casualty Co, of New 


York for $20,000. 

It seems the intention of the insurance 
companies to contest the payment to the 
end and to attempt a thorough investiga- 
tion of the circumstances of the tragedy at 
King’s Lake in which Col. Slattery was the 
victim. 

The representatives of the companies in 
St. Louis decline to state definitely their 
grounds for refusing payment on the poli- 
cies, but intimate that the thetory of sui- 
cide will be set up in their answers to the 
suits. 

The theory of suicide was advanced di- 
rectly after the tragedy.. There was no evi- 
dence found then to supp such a-theory, 
the circumstances in fact, pointing directly 
at accidental death. What evidence, if any, 
has been procured since then to contradict 
the evidence showing accidental death, the 
representatives of the companies will not 
say. 

The burden of proof in such a defense will 
be on the companies. According to General 
Agent R. A. Hoffman of the accident de- 
partment of the  Fidelty company, 
the United States Casualty Co. will not have 
to prove suicide to avoid payment of the full 
amount as its policies provide that unless 
the beneficiary produces proof that death

“The policies have not been paid, and 
suit has been filed against us,’’ said Mr. 
Clardy. “That. is practically all I know 
about the matter. I cannot, of course, re- 
veal our line of defense to the suit, so can- 
not tell you on what grounds payment has 
been refused. We have not. yet filed our 
answer to the suits. The case has been thor- 
oughly exploited in the papers, and I pre- 
sume those who have read the papers will 
draw their own conclusions as to the 
grounds. 

“These suits seem rather mysterious to 
me,”” said Mr. Hoffman of the Fidelity 
Company. ‘I have Neard nothing further 
than that they were filed. We have not 
been served with copies of the petition. We 
always receive them through the State In- 
surance Department, but have not yet been 
served. 

‘‘Another thing, the amount of the policy 
in our company was $30,000 and yet $20,000 
is the amount asked in the suit. I have 
not heard of anything having been paid on 
the policy. 

“Our company and the United States and 
the Union companies carried the largest 
risks.

Sweetbreads and mushrooms—Wash and 
parboil one pair of sweetbreads, and when 
cold pick them to pieces, Put one table- 
spoonful of butter into the chafing dish 
when hot put in a quarter of a pound of 
fresh, mushrooms, peeled and cut into quar- 
ters. Cover and-cook five minutes; add a 
tablespoonful of flour, mix and add .two 
thirds of a cup of milk, half teaspoonful of 
salt, a dash of pepper.

Lobster a la Bordelaise.—Put two table- 
spoonfuls of butter in a saucepan or chaf- 
ing dish, brown slightly and add one tea- 
spoonful of flour and then add two-thirds 
of a cup of‘stock. Stir until boiling, add 
one clove of pares, a bay leaf, a quarter of 
a teaspoonful of celery seed, and a quarter 
teaspoonful of kitchen bouquet. Boil a mo- 
ment, and add two medium-sized boiled 
lobsters, cut into pieces. When hot adda 
four rapes greets of wine and a seasoning 
of salt an pepper. 

Barbecued Ham—Put into the choppin 
dish or a saucepan, one tablespoonful o 
butter, one of tomato catsup, one of sherry, 
and a half: teaspoonful of Worcestershire 
sause.

Chopped Meat Cakes—Chop one pound of 
beef from the F tomy If you have a regular 
grinder, it is better to put the meat through 
twice.

The St. Lou's Manufacturers’ Association 
‘laims 30 havé secured from some of ths 
Eastern and Southern railroads through 
bills of lading to St. Louis, instead of to 
East St, Louis, ag has been the custom or 
practice heretofore, 

The Manufacturers’ Association claims 
thay the bridge arbitrary is in a measure 
defeated and that many delays are avo.ded 
by the new arrangements. 

Traffic Manager Leeds of the Business 
Men's Association, says that, on the con- 
trary, the situation is practically unchan 
in that respec. He says it costa more to 
pay the ferry or bridge transfer and then 
the drayage to the store door than it does 
to bill to'East St. Louis and let the Transfer 
company handle the freigh» from that a.de 
and deliver it on the St. Louis side. 

“Take, for the sake of exampie,” con- 
tinued Mr. Leeds, “freight that pays a rate 
of 2 cents. That is 40 cen*s a ton Over the 
bridge. It costs as much more to dray it 
from the St. Louis depot to the store. door, 
making it 80 cents a ton: for delivery to 
St. Louts from’ East 8* Lowis on a throvgh 
bill of lading. The Transfer company will 
pick up the same goods in'Hast St. Louis 
— deliver them at the store for about 60 
cents.
